Meeting  convened  at  10:15>  A.M.  with  Exec.  V.P.  Murray  presiding. 

V.P.  Prendergast  read  the  Council  Prayer. 

Minutes  of  April  17  meeting  were  accepted  with  the  correction  contained 
in  the  agenda  -  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  apologized  to  Ed  Sullivan  and  Local  25U 
for  the  mistake.  He  stated  that  Ed  Sullivan  has  always  given  us  advice  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Review  when  we  needed  it.  Also,  when  we  needed 
people  I  called  him  and  asked  him  to  increase  his  membership.  He  did  this 
without  hesitation  and  showed  up  with  a  check  within  five  minutes. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  then  read  the  resignation  of  V.P.  Stefani  as  of 

April  30,  1975  and  his  proposal  of  Joseph  Sullivan,  Pres.  &  Bus.  Mgr.  Local  277 

as  his  replacement. 

Motion  duly  made  by  V.P.  Wall  and  seconded  that  V.P.  Stefani' s  resignation 
be  accepted  and  that  the  Council  give  him  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Stefani  thanked  the  Council  for  its  cooperation  and  told  them  how  much 
he  enjoyed  working  with  them. 

Motion  duly  made  by  V.P.  Parnham  and  seconded  that  Joe  Sullivan,  Pres.  & 
Bus.  Mgr.  of  Local  277  replace  V.P.  Stefani  as  Vice  President-At-Large. 
So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Murray  then  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  Mr.  Sullivan.

Motion  duly  mads  and  seconded  to  accept  the  reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  spoke  of  the  great  crisis  we  are  in  and  have  been  in 
for  a  long  tine.  Ve  are  going  to  have  to  nit  down  and  decide  what  we  are 
going  to  do  with  regard  to  what  is  going  on  in  this  State.  This  State  is 
in  financial  trouble. 

Yesterday  morning  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin9  Bill  Cashman,  Bob  Rodwell  and  Danny 
Murray  went  to  the  State  House  on  the  Governor1  s  Council  situation.  The 
Governor  asked  him  why  he  didn't  talk  to  him  about  some  of  these  things. 
Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  advised  the  Governor  that  he  told  him  before  that 
we  were  in  financial  trouble.  We  have  so  many  people  out  of  jobs  and 
taxes  are  going  to  be  raised.  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Governor  that 
he  needed  help  to  get  bailed  out 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  appeared  the  day  before  yesterday  in  opposition  to 
the  increase  in  gas,  cigarette  and  liquor  taxes.  He  told  the  Committee  that 
gas  is  essential.  Today  everyone  has  to  have  and  use  a  car.  We  are  opposed 
to  this  kind  of  tax.  We  were  directed  at  the  Convention  to  oppose  any 
increase  in  sales  tax.  We  are  for  graduated  income  tax.  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin 
advised  the  Council  to  decide  what  position  they  want  to  take  so  that  the 
Legislative  Director  will  know  what  to  do. 

V.P.  Wall  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Secretary-Treasurer's 
Report  be  accepted.  So  voted. 

Executive  Vice  President  Murray  introduced  Ken  Walden  of  the  Hospital  Workers 
Local  1199  who  asked  for  our  assistance  with  some  legislation  which  the 
Governor  is  trying  to  put  through.  The  bill  would  put  a  one  year  rate 
freeze  in  health  care  facilities. 

7. P.  Farnham  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  by  V.P.  Prendergast 
that  we  support  the  efforts  of  the  Hospital  Workers  and  that  the  Executive 
Officers  prepare  a  letter  to  be  sent  to  the  Governor.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  spoke  to  the  Council  about  the  telephone  company  asking 
for  another  increase.  They  were  already  given  an  increase.  He  talked  to 
the  President  of  Local  2222  with  regard  to  the  layoffs  in  the  Telephone 
Company  and  suggested  that  the  problem  be  brought  before  the  Council. 
They  want  to  meet  with  their  own  Executive  Board  first.  Sec.-Treas. 
Loughlin  thinks  we  should  stand  reacV  to  help  the  telephone  workers  when 
the  time  comes. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  we  he'.p  the  Telephone  workers  when  needed 
and  that  we  go  along  with  their  Executive  Board.  So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  their  patience  with  him 

and  the  changes  he  has  tried  to  bring  about. 

The  Right  to  Work  bill  was  defeated.  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  met  with  Speaker 
Bartley  but  the  meeting  wasn't  as  productive  as  he  thought  it  might  have  been. 
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We  have  requested  roll  cells.  We  have  had  to  iceq}i3n':   bills  be  sent  out 
of  Ways  &  Means.  The  two  Chairman  of  -!;he  Committee  on  Commerce  &  Labor 
have  tried  to  avoid  rcll  calls  a:: '.^r  a^eeing  with  us  that  Labor  should 
travel  that  way.  They  have  taken  House  7^0  and  another  bill  by  Rep.  Collaro 
regarding  pension  offset  and  put  it  in  uith  Senate  I85& .  Senate  l85>5>  has 
nothing  to  do  with  Offset.  It  just  extends  time  to  Federal  employees  that 
Governor  Sargent  assembled  when  the  Navy  Shipyard  went  down. 

Following  that  up  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  had  a  meeting  with  Senate  President 
yesterday.  They  had  a  long  talk  about  pension  offset  and  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman 
asked  if  we  could  have  House  7^0  pulled  back  out  by  a  Senator.  The  Senate 
President  said  he  would  check  into  it  and  get  back  to  us.  We  are  working 
to  at  least  get  a  vote  and  find  out  who  our  friends  are. 

We  were  requested  by  Rep.  Marie  Howe  to  support  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
for  Women  which  passed. 

Brother  Rodwell  asked  us  to  oppose  legislation  filed  by  the  Governor  that 
the  Governor's  Council  be  abolished.  After  a  meeting  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Governor's  Council  a  letter  was  sent  out  in  support  of  the  Council. 
We  didn't  expect  the  backlash  that  we  got.  Lanny  Johnson  of  the  Governor's 
staff  wanted  to  know  why  Labor  was  hurting  his  program.  He  wanted  us  to 
have  an  emergency  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  and  reverse  our  decision. 
He  told  us  we  should  have  contacted  them  about  this.  President  Sullivan 
told  them  we  will  not  call  the  Governor  every  time  we  want  to  take  an  issue 
to  the  Legislative  body  which  will  affect  our  people.  The  bill  did  not  pass. 
The  vote  was  166-63. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  is  going  to  set  up  a  legislation  tracking  system  and 
will  give  the  Board  a  copy  at  the  next  meeting.  As  each  bill  is  filed, 
every  week  or  so  you  will  get  a  copy  of  the  bill  along  with  information 
as  to  where  it  is. 

V.P.  Farnham  recommended  that  we  meet  with  Senator  McKinnon  and  Rep.  Demers. 

He  said  the  Executive  Officers  should  meet  with  them  to  discuss  our  legislation. 

V.P.  Prendergast  spoke  to  the  Council  about  Workmen's  Compensation.  He  said 
that  we  have  a  lawyer  on  Workmen's  Compensation  who  sits  in  on  all  our  meetings 
but  that  doesn't  mean  he  is  buying  what  we  are  saying.  He  has  his  own  program, 
that  is  his  business.  V.P.  Prendergast  thinks  we  should  meet  on  our  own 
without  anyone  else  and  disciss  our  business. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.  So  voted. 

COPE  REPORT 

In  compliance  with  the  Public  Records  Law,  reports  covering  legislative 

agents  and  employers  of  legislative  agents  were  filed  on  May  12,  1975* 

House  Bill  5632,  Campaign  and  Political  Finance  has  been  signed  by  the 
Governor.  There  are  no  additional  restrictions  on  unions  and  an  emergency 
preamble  was  attached  to  the  legislation. 

Participants  in  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  program  have  been  assisting  in 
evaluating  the  High  School  Scholarship  Examinations  and  this  will  help 
expedite  matters.

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  told  the  Council  about  the  IBEW  strike  and 
asked  that  the  Vice  Presidents  do  everything  possible  to  help  them 
financially. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  about  meetings  that  have  been  held 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,   The  Commissioner  wanted  to  speak  to  the 
Vice  Presidents  about  his  Reorganization  Proposal,  a  copy  of  which  has 
been  given  to  each  Vice  President.   President  Sullivan  told  him  that 
we  already  invited  someone  to  this  meeting  to  speak  but  that  he  was 
welcome  to  have  lunch  with  us.   President  Sullivan  told  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents that  he  would  have  the  Commissioner  meet  with  the  Executive 
Officers  and  Bob  Segal  to  discuss  this  proposal.   Pres.  Sullivan  will 
advise  the  Council  of  the  outcome  of  this  meeting. 
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There  was  a  meeting  with  the  Governor  last  Friday.   Tom  O'Neill,  Nick 
Roussos  and  Howard  Smith3  Secretary  of  Manpower  also  attended  the  meeting. 

We  are  unhappy  regarding  our  recommendation  that  Joe  Donovan,  of  the 
Industrial  Accident  Board  be  re-appointed.   We  were  given  information 
that  not  only  was  he  not  going  to  be  re-appointed  but  he  wasn't  going  to 
be  given  consideration.   The  finalization  was  that  we  were  notified  by 
the  Governor's  Council  that  the  Governor  was  submitting  Joe  Donovan's 
name  for  a  term  ending  in  July.   Martin  from  the  Honeywell  Corporation 
was  appointed  for  a  full  term.   We  got  hold  of  Joe  Donovan  and  he  told 
us  he  was  willing  to  accept  the  term  which  was  offered  him  and  that  he 
would  wait  and  see  what  happendd  in  July.   Martin  is  going  to  be  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission.   At  the  meeting  with  the  Governor  we  told 
him  that  we  thought  it  odd  that  somebody  from  outside  was  selected  when 
we  had  so  many  good  men  with  experience.   They  told  us  they  wanted  a 
Management  man. 

We  discussed  the  backlog  of  cases  on  industrial  accidents.   Smith  told 
us  that  the  fault  was  not  with  the  Commissioners  but  rather  that  they 
didn't  have  enough  help. 

Also  discussed  at  the  meeting  with  the  Governor  was  Labor  representation 
on  the  State  Manpower  Services  Council,  proposed  legislation  re 
Utilities  —  Excess  profits  during  strikes,  the  freeze  on  hospital 
charges  (loss  of  jobs),  the  possibility  for  an  increase  in  dates  for 
dog  racing  which  would  create  more  jobs  for  Service  Employees  and 
additional  revenue  for  the  State,  Veterans  services,  unemployment  wel- 
fare.  Bob  Segal  brought  up  the  question  of  MDC  officers  doing  the  work 
that  should  be  done  by  a  member  of  AFTRA.   This  was  turned  over  to 
Nick  Roussos. 

V.P.  Cardinal  brought  up  the  fact  that  in  many  instances  people  are  told 
they  cannot  see  their  family  physicians.   They  have  to  see  doctors  in 
industries  and  they  speak  for  the  company.   They  can  bluff  the  people 
and  keep  them  on  a  string.   There  should  be  a  stop  gap  at  the 
beginning  of  cases. 

President  Sullivan  said  that  we  will  get  in  touch  with  the  Commissioners 
to  discuss  this  and  see  what  we  can  come  up  with. 

V.P.  Osborn  advised  that  this  would  mean  a  major  change  in  legislation 
because  the  law  allows  this  to  go  on.   The  law  puts  the  burden  of  proof 
on  the  person  rather  than  the  company. 

President  Sullivan  advised  that  Mr.  McKeown,  Spec.  Ass't  to  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Task  Force  was  going  to  speak  to  the  Council  and  we  will 
speak  to  him. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  President's  Report.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  General  Fund  and  COPE  financial  reports. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  reports.   So  voted. 

He  spoke  to  the  Council  about  the  Convention  and  asked  that  the  Vice 
Presidents  arrange  to  get  their  rooms  early. 
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Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  also  spoke  to  the  Council  about  the  July  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Council.   John  CallaUan  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  are  g 
going  to  Washington  for  a  meeting  and  he  asked  that  the  meeting  be  changed 
to  July  10th  and  be  held  at  the  Ramada  Inn  in  Chicopee. 

V.P.  Wall  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council  be  held  on  July  10th  at  the  Ramada  Inn  providing  the 
details  can  be  worked  out. 

Because  of  the  National  AFL-CIO  Convention  a  motion  was  duly  made  and 
seconded  that  the  October  Executive  Board  meeting  be  held  on  October  2*+, 
1975  at  the  Statler  Hilton  Hotel.   So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  thanked  the  girls  in  the  office  for  their  cooperation. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  thank  the  girls  in  the  office  for  the 
fine  job  they  are  doing.   So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  spoke  to  the  Council  about  the  financial  crisis  we 
are  having  in  this  State.   We  are  mandated  by  the  Convnntion  to  oppose 
the  sales  tax  but  we  are  for  a  graduated  income  tax.   The  Council 
should  get  together  to  discuss  this  situation  and  see  what  position 
we  should  take. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  would  like  to  see  industry  stay  in  Massachusetts 
and  provide  people  with  jobs. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report. 
So  voted. 

President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  V.P.   Barron,  Chairman  of  the 
Taxation  Committee  was  having  a  problem  with  the  size  of  his  Committee. 
President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  V.P.  Barron  needed  more  people 
and  that  Pres.  Sullivan  thinks  the  Committee  should  be  made  up  of  the 
people  presently  on  the  Committee  as  well  as  the  Executive  Council  members. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  Executive  Council  be  considered 
part  of  the  Taxation  Committee.   So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  a  letter  from  V.P.  Osborn  advising  that  he 
was  not  going  to  seek  re- appointment  to  the  Mass.  Council  on  Vocational 
and  Technical  Education  and  recommending  that  a  union  teacher  from 
Boston  Trade  School  replace  him. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  V.P.  Osborn' s  resignation  be  accepted 
with  regret  and  thanks.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Campobasso  submitted  the  name  of  Charles  Atkinson,  Amalgamated 
Clothing  Workers,  New  England  Joint  Council,  150  Lincoln  Street, 
Boston,  Mass.  to  replace  V.P.  Osborn  on  the  Mass.  Council  on  Vocational 
and  Technical  Education. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  we  take  V.P.  Osborn' s  suggestion 
and  ask  that  the  teachers'  union  submit  names.   If  we  don't  get  any 
other  names  we  will  submit  just  the  name  given  to  us  be  V.P.  Campobasso. 
So  voted. 
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COPE  REPORT 

COPE  Director  Callahan  reported  that  at  least  2  5  names  were  submitted 
in  a  letter  to  the  Department  of  Education  requesting  consideration 
be  given  to  them  when  making  appointments  to  educational  bo  rds. 

All  but  ten  of  the   scholarship  award  winners  have  been  selected.   The 
program  should  be  completed  in  a  few  weeks.   The  top  five  winners  are 
as  follows:   1st  place  -  Quincy  H.S.  *+th  place  -  Norwood  H.S. 

2nd  place  -  Lynn  English  H.S.     5th  place  -  Quincy  H.S. 

3rd  place  -  Norwood  H.S. 

The  Manpower  Services  Committee  is  being  phased  out;  therefore,  James 

R.  Grande  of  Local  h   will  no  longer  be  serving  on  Committee.   He  requested 

that  his  name  be  submitted  for  newly  proposed  committee. 

It  has  been  requested  by  the  I.B. E.W.  that  the  Council  file  "excess 
profits"  legislation  against  Public  Utilities. 

National  COPE  has  been  notified  of  our  recently  enacted  Campaign  Report- 
ing Law  —  no  change  affecting  union  reporting. 

Have  held  discussions  with  Al  Barkan  and  Madeline  Matchko  relative  to 
registration  by  mail.   With  their  permission  resolutions  will  be  filed 
at  the  next  convention  urging  such  legislation. 

COPE  Director  Callahan  met  on  June  h,    1975  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  and  Industries  and  Officers  of  the  Council  regarding  organization 
of  the  Department  and  is  currently  waiting  for  a  draft  of  the  proposal. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  COPE  report  and  to  comply 
with  the  recommendations  and  requests.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  spoke  to  the  Council  about  the  sheet  he  gave  out  which 
will  show  where  our  bills  are  and  tell  what  happens  to  it.   He  is 
working  with  Gerry  Kable  to  put  out  some  kind  of  legislative  paper  that 
can  be  passed  out  in  quantity.   He  will  welcome  any  suggestions. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  is  going  to  have  a  meeting  with  30  or  ^0  legislators 
that  are  favorable  to  us.   They  have  signified  to  us  that  they  will 
work  together  with  us  as  far  as  roll  calls.   We  are  determined  to  have 
roll  calls  on  labor  issues. 

We  also  need  a  more  favorable  climate  established  on  the  Commerce  & 
Labor  Committee.  We  do  not  have  the  votes  we  should  have.  We  will 
have  to  get  some  of  the  newly  elected  legislators  on  that  committee 
to  be  favorable  to  us. 

The  Governor  asked  us  to  lobby  to  sustain  his  veto  on  the  $^2  million 
station  in  Quincy.   We  were  successful  in  sustaining  the  veto. 

The  offset  bill  is  still  alive  but  in  with  Senate  l855»   We  are  having 
this  bill  held  in  House  Ways  and  Means  and  we  are  hopeful  to  substitute 
in  part  our  bill,  House  7^0,  so  that  we  may  acquire  a  roll  call. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   So  voted.

Exec.  V.P.  Murray  talked  to  the  Council  about  the  proposed  budget.   He 
noticed  that  over  50%   was  designated  for  welfare  programs. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  authorized  the  Legislative  Depart- 
ment to  go  on  record  as  supporting  the  introduction  of  a  resolve  calling 
for  the  federal  financing  of  welfare  in  areas  where  they  presently 
finance  to  the  extent  of  50%.      So  voted. 

President  Sullivan  introduced  Mr.  McKeown,  Special  Assistant,  Workmen's 
Compensation  Task  Force. 

Mr.  McKeown  told  the  Council  that  in  1972  the  National  Commission  on 
Workmen's  Compensation  issued  a  report  pointing  out  the  deficiencies  in 
state  laws.   There  is  a  widespread  variance  from  state  to  state.   The 
workers  are  not  being  served  as  well  in  some  states.   It  listed  Soi- 
ree ommendations,  19  of  which  were  considered  essential.   Massachusetts 
meets  10  of  the  19  recommendations.   Everyone  is  in  favor  of  workmen's 
compensation  reform  but  they  all  recognize  the  practicality  of  the  budget 
situation  in  this  state,  particularly  when  to  get  reform  costs  money. 

In  Massachusetts  the  benefit  area  is  where  maximum  improvement  is  needed. 
The  recommendations  which  they  are  trypng  to  have  adopted  covers 
benefits  to  the  extent  that  the  worker  would  receive  2/3  of  his  regular 
pay  while  out  injured  up  to  a  maximum  of  100%  of  the  state's  average 
weekly  wage.   This  would  also  apply  to  survivor  benefits.   By  1981  he 
hopes  that  the  maximum  will  go  to  200%  of  the  Saate's  average  weekly 
wage. 

The  other  two  major  areas  is  the  coverage  of  household  workers  and 
casual  workers. 

There  is  a  real  need  in  this  state  to  reorganize  the  way  the  program 
is  administered.   There  are  an  exceedingly  high  number  of  lump  sum 
settlements  which  is  not  helpful  to  the  workers. 

President  Sullivan  then  introduced  Governor  Peabody. 

Governor  Peabody  and  Professor  Wilson  spoke  to  the  Council  regarding 
nuclear  power.   Governor  Peabody  told  the  Council  he  belonged  to  a  new 
group  called  Americans  for  Engergy  Independence.   He  asked  that  the 
Council  provide  a  delegation  from  .labor  to  help  set  up  a  regional 
organization  of  A. E. I.,  that  a  telegram  be  sent  to  the  Massachusetts 
delegation  asking  them  to  support  the  131  million  dollar  Clinch  River 
Nuclear  Breeder  Demonstration  Program  and  to  vote  against  Coughlin's 
amendment  that  would  prevent  any  ground  breaking  this  year  and  that  we 
support  the  construction  of  Seabrook's  nuclear  power  plant  and  Pilgrim  II 

V.P.  Cambobasso  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  by  V.P.  O'Donnell 
that  we  comply  with  the  Governor's  request.  So  voted  with  V.P.  Tarallo 
and  V.P.  Cardinal  opposing  the  motion  due  to  the  fact  that  they  thought 
they  should  hear  why  people  are  opposed  to  nuclear  power.

Bar  Association 
et  al  Vs.  Weaver  Associates,  Inc.  et  al  -  This  concerns  an  agreement  entered 
into  by  the  Mass.  Bar  Association  and  Weaver  Associates,  Inc.  with  the 
Director  of  the  Div.  of  Employment  Security  and  Unemployment  Compensation 
Advisory  Corp.  as  well  as  John  Roaman,  Saul  Gurvitz  and  Edward  T.  Sullivan 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public  interest  by  preventing  the  unauthor- 
ized practice  of  law  by  non-lawyer  persons  and  organizations.  It  would  also 
further  define  the  conduct  of  hearings  under  GL  c.

LEGISLATIVE  BULLETIN 


WILLIAM  A.   CASHMAN,  legislative  director 
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The  system  has  been  designed  to  aid  in  the  dissemination  of 
information  as  to  the  progress  and  status  of  labor  legislation 
filed  in  this  session  of  the  I  assachusetts  Legislature. 

This  issue  features  a  brief  explanation  of  the  legislative, 
process,  and  a  description  of  the.  format  which  will  be  used  to 
present  legislative  actions.   It  should  be  kept  for  future 
reference. 

Tracking  a  piece  of  legislation  is  a  complicated  undertaking, 
compounded,  by  the.  fact  that  procedural  actions  often  make  a 
definitive  report  on  the  status  of  a  bill  difficult.   There. 
are  really  only  three  general  "absolutes"  in  the.  legislative, 
process : 

1.  Each  bill  is  assigned  to  one.  of  twenty-two 
standing,  joint  committees  which  must  hold 
a  public  hearing  and  make  a  report  on  it  to 
either  the  House  or  Senate  floor.   The. 
committee  may  report  the  bill  out  favorably 
(with  or  without  amendments)  or  unfavorably, 
or  it  may  c'ischarge  the  bill  to  another 
committee . 

2.  If  the.  committee  report  is  unfavorable  and 
this  report  is  accepted,  on  the  floor  in  the. 
branch  to  which  the  report  was  released,  the 
bill  is  "dead".   Bills  reported  out  favorably 
or  substituted,  on  the  floor  for  an  unfavor- 
able committee  report  must  be  "read"  three 
times,  engrossed,  and  sent  to  the  other  branch, 
where  the  process  is  repeated.   The  final  bill 
is  then  enacted  by  both  branches  before  being 
sent  to  the  Governor. 

3.  At  any  step  in  this  process,  the  bill  can  be 
defeated  or  changed  in  a  number  of  ways;  similarly, 
there  are.  a  number  of  ways  to  resurrect  a 

"dead"  bill.  Most  bills  remain  static  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  legislative  session. 

The  tracking  format  is  split  into  eight  columns.   "Number" 
refers  to  the  origin  of  a  bill,  either  the  House  or  Senate;  the 
number  given  the  prospective  piece  of  legislation  by  the  House 
or  Senate  clerk;  "Subject"  is  a  listing  of  de script ive ,  generic 
phrases  under  which  the  bills  were  categorized.   Past  issues 
should  be  consulted  for  more  information  as  to  the  details  cf 
a  particular  bill.   "CCM"  is  the  column  in  which  the  initial 
committee  report  on  a  bill  can  be  found.   A  negative  committee 
report  will  appear  as  "N" ;  a  positive  report  as  "Y".   A  blank 
column  will  indicate  that  the  committee  has  not  yet  made  a 
report  on  the  bill  to  the  House  or  Senate  floor.   The  remaining 
columns  comprise  the  substance  of  the  tracking  format. 
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!TI-Iouse -Senate  '  lists  the  steps  which  must  occur  in  the  two 
brances,  in  order  for  a  bill  to  be  cone  law.   An  "X"  will  be  used 
to  indicate,  where  the.  bill  is,  or  if  defcatcc",  where  it  wasAwhen 
the  c"efeat  occurred*.   The  following  summary  will  explain  the 
sub-headings  under  the  House -Senate  columns,  and  provic'e  a 
simplified  version  of  the  legislative,  process. 

1st:  First  reading;  when  a  committee  reports  a 

bill  out  favorably  and  the  floor  accepts  the 
report,  or  when  an  unfavorable  committee  report 
is  reversed  by  floor  action. 

2nd:  Second  reading;  the  second  time  a  bill  is 
read  to  the  floor,  this  time,  subject  to 
debate,  amendment  and  various  notions. 

COB:  Committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  reading: 
bills  surviving  their  second  reaching  arc 
simultaneously  scheduled1  for  their  thirc1 
reaching  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Bills,  This  committee  checks  for  legal 
form  and  the  possibility  of  existing  law 
which  would  create  conflict  or  is  eccom- 
pli  .hing  the  same  end  as  the  bill. 

3rC:   Third  reading;  the  third  and  final  time 
a  bill  is  read"  to  the  floor,  this  time 
subject  to  action  on  the  Committee  on  Bills' 
report,  anc1  again,  c'ebate ,  amendment  and 
various  motions. 

BNG:  Engrossed;  when  the  branch  to  which  a 

bill  has  been  sent  finishes  action  on  it,  the 
final  wording  is  ordered  engrossed  (printec1), 
anc5  sent  to  the  other  branch  to  begin  the 
process  over  again. 

ENA :  Enacted;  after  both  branches  have  approved 

the  same  version  of  the  bill,  both  enact  it  before 
it  is  sent  to  the  Governor.   Enactments  do  not 
appear  on  the  calendar  and  are  usually  just 
formalities. 

The  "Procedural"  section  of  the  status  form  is  designed  to 
indicate  more  clearly  what  is  transpiring  with  a.  piece  of  legis- 
lation.  Although  it  is  important  to  know  that  a  bill  is  in  its 
3rd  reading  in  the  House,  it  is  even  more  important  to  know  if 
it  has  been  amended,  redrafted,  or  sent  to  a  conference  committee 
Thus  a  clearer  picture  emerges  as  to  the  real  status  of  a  bill. 
An  "X"  will  appear  under  the  appropriate  abbreviation  (s),  which 
have  the  following  meanings. 

NACJN:   No  action;  the  bill  is  static. 

PEND :    Pending;  the  bill  has  been  scheduled  for 
action. 

P.P. :    Postponed;  deliberation  on  the  bill  has  been 
put  off  indefinitely. 

ACON:   Awaiting  concurrence;  when  action  is  taken 
on  a  bill  by  one  branch,  the  bill  is  sent 
to  the  other  branch  for  concurrence  on  this 
specific  action. 

AIT):     Amended;  there  have  been  changes  made  in  a. 
bill's  form  and/or  content. 

N.D. :    New  draft;  there  have  been  substantial 

changes  made  in  a  bill's  form  and /or  content 
and  a  new  bill  nov;  exists. 

kEC:    Reconsidered;  previous  action  on  a  bill  is 
up  for  reversal 
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deferred;  the  bill  has  been  sent  to  another 
committee  for  another  opinion.   It  is  common 
practice  to  refer  a  bill  to  rJays  anc1  Means 
if  it  concerns  state  finances,  and  to  the 
Committee  on  Counties  if  it  concerns  counties. 
It  may  also  be.  sent  back  to  its  initial 
committee  with  ame  nc"me  nt  s  ,  or  referrec"*  to 
an  entirely  "new'  committee. 


C0NC0I1:  Conference  Committee;  when  a  bill  he  s  been 
passed  by  both  branches,  but  with  different 
provisions,  several  members  appointee"  hy   the 
leadership  in  each  branch  will  comprise  a 
conference  committee.   It  is  their  ^rob  to 
try  for  a  compromise  bill  which  can  be 
reported  back  to  their  respective  branches. 


Since  the  "Procedural  ;  aspects  can  be  confusing  at  times,  the 
"Status"  column  was  created  as  a  type  of  summary.   Unfavorable 
committee  reports  can  be  reversec"  or  substituted,  and  even 
adverse  floor  action  can  be  reconsidered.   Because  of  this,  only 
an  "X"  in  the.  "DPS"  column  will  mean  that  a  bill  has  absolutely 


no  chance 


of  passage  in  this  session. 


IC:     Defeated  in  Committee;  the  bill  received  an 
unfavorable  committee  report  which  was  not 
overturned  on  the  floor. 


Dor 


Defeated  on  the  Floor;  the.  bill  received 
an  unfavorable  report  from  a  committee,  and 
the  floor  upheld  the  report  (in  which  case, 
"DIC;I  would  also  have  an  "JC")  ;  the  floor 
overturned  an  affirmative  committee  vote; 
the  floor  rejected,  an  amended  version, 
new  draft  or  in  general,  if  the  floor  takes 
any  action  which  prevents  the.  bill  from  going 
any  further  in  the.  process. 


DPS:     Defeated  for  the.  Session;  adverse  committee 
or  floor  action  was  not  reversec",  or  in  the 
case  of  a  Governor's  veto,  the.  motion  to 
override  fell  short  of  the  necessary  votes. 
In  all  cases,  the  bill  is  irrevocably 
killed  for  this  session. 


The  "Governor"  column  seems  self  evident.   In  cases  where  a 
bill  becomes  law,  legal  citations  and  the.  address  from  which  copies 
of  it  can  be  obtained  will  be  printed. 


Me.  hope  that  this  tracking  system  will  become  a  useful 
tool  and  a  source  of  information  for  those  interested  in  following 
labor  legislation.

The  Committee  on  Senior  Citizens  was  established  by  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO 
in  April  of  1975. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Council,  the  Committee 
shall  serve  as  the  focal  point  for  organized  labor's  interest  in 
the  problems  and  programs  of  the  elderly  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Committee  shall  cooperate  with  retired  members  clubs 
and  similar  organizations  of  affiliated  unions. 

The  Committee  shall  coordinate  its  activities  with  state 
and  national  organizations  concerned  with  the  interests  of  elder 
workers  and  senior  citizens. 

The  Committee  shall  maintain  liaison  with  state  and 
federal  agencies  involved  in  programs  affecting  the  elderly. 

The  Committee  shall  conduct  an  annual  seminar  for 
affiliated  organizations  and  other  conferences  as  requested. 

The  Committee  shall  concern  itself  with  political, 
legislative,  and  economic  activities  affecting  the  quality  of  life 
of  union  members  both  active  and  retired. 

From  time  to  time  these  brief  objectives  will  be  further 
developed.

Chairman  McSweeney  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10:35  a.m. 
The  minutes  of  the  May  25  meeting  were  accepted  with  a  change  noting 
that  John  Devlin  also  had  been  appointed  to  the  Advisory  Committee 
of  the  Department  of  Elder  Affaris, 

A  letter  from  William  R.  Hutton,  Executive  Director  of  the  National 
Council  of  Senior  Citizens  about  an  organization  known  as  "Retired 
Union  Employees  of  America"  was  read  and  filed  for  information. 

Cards,  accepting  appointment  to  the  committee,  have  been  received 
from  the  twelve  invited  to  serve. 

The  recent  letter  sent  to  all  affiliates  asking  if  they  had  a 
committee  on  senior  citizens  or  retirees  resulted  in  27  replies  being 
received  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  AFL-CIO  -  broken 
down  as  follows: 

8  Locals  have  committees  and  listed  their  members. 
14  Locals  said  they  had  no  committee. 
5  Locals  asked  for  information  about  establishing  such  a 
committee. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  communications  and  to  prepare  an 
outline  of  the  objectives  of  the  Committee  to  be  sent  to  committee 
members  and  to  locals  requesting  more  information, 

A  letter  from  Ruth  Robbins,  of  the  Massachusetts  Association 
of  Older  Americans  about  pre-retirement  programs  at  community  colleges 
was  read  and  it  was  agreed  that  we  would  contact  them  after  our  program 
develops  sufficiently. 

Chairman  McSweeney  reported  on  the  highlights  of  the  recent 
Washington  conference  of  the  National  Council  of  Senior  Citizens. 
Mr.  McManus  commented  on  the  meeting  which  they  had  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Congressional  delegation  at  Washington. 

Highlights  of  the  June  13  Conference  of  the  Massachusetts  Asso- 
ciation of  Older  Americans  were  also  discussed. 

President  Sullivan  was  introduced  and  reported  that  Executive 
Vice-President  Joseph  D.  McLaughlin  was  being  appointed  as  a  member 
of  the  committee.   He  explained  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in 
handling  minutes  of  committee  meetings. 

A  lengthy  discussion  took  place  on  holding  a  one  day  seminar 
this  fall  at  an  educational  institution  in  the  greater  Boston  area. 
The  question  of  a  site;  a  registration  fee  for  participants;  the 
possibility  of  public  or  private  funding  of  meals  and  other  costs; 
and  program  and  other  arrangements  were  discussed.   It  was  voted  to 
hold  a  one  day  seminar  tentatively  in  early  October  and  tentatively 
at  Bunker  Hill  Community  College. 

Chairman  McSweeney  appointed  John  Devlin  to  head  up  a  committee 
to  confer  with  President  Sullivan  and  to  look  into  the  availability 
of  Bunker  Hill  Community  College  and  other  logistical  arrangements. 

The  question  of  compiling  a  roster  of  internationals  with  Senior 
Citizens  activities  and  contacting  them  was  discussed. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council 
will  be  held  July  10,  1975,  it  was  voted  to  holfl  the  next  meeting  of 
the  committee  on  July  9,  at  10:30  a.m.
